It's doing all right. There are 


more picture houses in America to- 
day than ever before—23,120. And 
my bulletin tells me, "Recent sur- 
veys conducted by the industry 
show that these theaters are now 
doing a business 7 per cent in 
excess of their business last year. 
They are patronized by nearly 60 
million people each week, or more 
than the number that went to the j 


m polls in the last presidential cloc- 


tion. American movie theaters rep- 
resent an estimated investment of 
2 3/4 billion dollars and employ 
close to 300,000 persons." 


When radio came along, a quart- 


er century ago it was going to put 
out of business the then quartcr- 
century-old picture industry and 
the far older newspaper business. 
Both survived, however. 


There was a sharp drop in movie 


attendance a couple of years ago, 


t and the heralds o£ doom promptly 


said it was the effect of television, 
which new invention was going to 
eliminate the movies, radio, and 
press. But not that you could no- 
tice—certainly. 


Easy, war-boom money disap- 


peared after 1945, but once they 
reached solid ground the movie 
theaters began picking up again. 
And now, on their 50th anniver- 
sary, they 
are headed for now 


heights.

Two Popular 
Foreign 
Aid Questions

Washington, Aug. 29 —(/P) — The 


two still unsettled questions about 
this 
country's 
foreign aid, al- 


though they'll be settled soon, are: 
How much'.' And who'll run it? 


The answer lo the 
first ques- 


tion seems certain; The amount of 
money for foreign aid will be less 
than President Truman asked; 
as 


for the second question, this much 
seems certain: Secretary o£ State 
Acheson won't run it. 


The feeling in congress has been 


so strong that both houses of con- 
gress already have made it clear 
they don't want Acheson to be the 
foreign aid boss. 


Last May Mr. Truman asked con- 


gress for $8,500,000,000 for foreign 
aid military and economic which 
would be spread around from Eu- 
rope and Latin America to 
the 


Orient. 


For the military part of it

)ar association hearing was tol 
today that "at least six" of th 
approximately 90 West Point Cad 
ets accused of cheating had bee 
•cstorcd to duty at the militar 
icademy.

association. 


At West Point, a spokesman 


.he military academy refused 
confirm Daru's statement. He sal 
in investigation into the cheatin 
scandal had not been complete 


aru told the ctru'iittee holdin 


an open hearing on the dismiss 
of the cadets that he had learned 
".at least six men in the last day 
or two have been restored to duty. 
I cannot figure out the restoration 
of these men, except as a re- 
runner for the restoration of all 
these men." 


The West Point spokesman said 


that 2 of the accused cadets had 
charges and papers in the cases 
left the academy. Of 
these, 
73 


have received administrative dis- 
ot the remaining nine have been 
forwarded to asnington for final 
action. In case their 
separation1 


becomes final, their papers will 
bo forwarded to them 
at 
their 


homes. 


The spokesman 
said that the 


academy authorities have taken a 
position from the first announce- 
ment of the cheating scandal that 
some of the accused cadets might 
possibly be 
exonerated. 


Daru issued a preliminary report 


of his investigation early in the 
week n which he 'charged that the 
accused 'cadets had been subject- 
ed to "shockngly shameful treat- 
ment." 


He told the hearing today that it 


was problematical whether a con- 
gressional hearing would be held. 
He promised to produce "a very 
.large number of cadets to testify.
